STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


CLE S5) To the inhabitants of the Town of Unity, in, the County 
of Sullivan in said State qualified to vote in town 
affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said Unity 
on Tuesday the fourteenth day of March next at nine of the clock 
in the forenoon to act on the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To hear the reports of the Selectmen and other Town 
officers and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

3. To choose a member of the Board of Selectmen for the 
ensuing three years. 

4. To choose a Trustee of the Trust Fund for the ensuing 
three years. 

5. To choose a Library Trustee for the ensuing three years. 

6. To choose a Library Trustee for the ensuing two years. 

7. To choose all other necessary Town Officers and Agents 
for the ensuing year. 

8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
pay Librarian’s salary. 

9. To raise such sums of money aS may be necessary to 
pay Old Age Assistance and Town Poor charges. 

10. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay other Town charges. 

11. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay the just debts of the Town. 

12. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Maintenance, including Snow Removal of Highways and determine 
the price to be paid per hour for labor. ; 

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $502.50 
for the Construction of Class V Town Roads provided the State 
shall appropriate the sum of $2208.09 for the same purpose, it 
being understood that if said appropriation is made by the State 
and the Town accepts said Special Aid, that the Town shall not 
be entitled to State Aid for Class II Roads. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for Con- 
struction of Class II Roads known as Second New Hampshire 
Turnpike and raise and appropriate or set aside for said purpose 
the sum of $502.50. The State will allot $1004.00. 


15. To vote by ballot to see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to administer or dispose of any Real Estate acquired by 
the Town through the Collector’s Deeds. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to Discount on Taxes paid 
on or before June 1st. and September Ist., 1939. 


17. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise 
for White Pine Blister Rust Control. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
money for Forest Fire Fighting Equipment and the State will pay 
on a fifty-fifty basis. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum of money 
to Repair the Cemeteries and Purchase Flags for Memorial Day 
Exercises. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of three 
hundred dollars for a Federal Project. 


21. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
Construction of a road leading from Lake Road, so called, past 
cottage of Rodney Emerson to Anderson’s Cove, so called, and 
raise and appropriate money therefore.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Unity: 


I hereby submit my sixth annual report as your superintendent 
of schools. 


There has been but one change in the teaching force this year. 
Miss Edith Noble accepted a position at Langdon, and Miss Grace 
E. Furphy of Ridgewood, N. Y., was hired to teach at the Church 
school. Four teachers, Mrs. L. Alice Douglass and Miss Florence 
Hutchinson at East Unity, Miss Irene Tupper at the County 
School, and Mrs. Donald Cole at the Center continue in the same 
field as last year. 

There is what might be called an exception at the Center. There 
are three pupils in a seventh grade there this year. This arrange- 
ment is not satisfactory as it crowds the time for all of the pupils. 
The modern elementary school with a little music, a little art, 
sciences, and other new subjects as well as an enlargement of 
the older ones requires more time from a teacher for each grade 
than was true even a few years ago. 

It seems to be the best arrangement that can be made, how- 
ever, as the roads are long to any other school. 


By the new law, Unity was forced to transport two pupils to 
high school, one to Newport and one to Claremont. Unity has 
twenty pupils in high school which is a number very large for 
the valuation of the district. I hope that the legislature will pass 
changes in the laws so that the costs of high schools will be equal- 
ized along the same lines as the costs of elementary schools. 

During the last three years there has been some misunderstand- 
ing about the laws compelling pupils to attend school. I feel that 
a few words here might help make them clearer. 

Every child between eight and fourteen, and those between four- 
teen and sixteen who have not finished the work of the eight ele- 
mentary grades shall attend school every minute the public schools 
are in session, and every person having the custody of a child is 
responsible for their attending all of that time with the following 
exceptions: 

The pupil is physically or mentally ill. 

The pupil is dismissed by school board for gross misconduct. 

The pupil is exempt for his own good by the Commissioner. 

The pupil is in good standing and is excused to take music 
lessons. 
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In a condensed form this covers all that the school law offers, 
except that parents and school officials may be fined who allow 
these laws to be broken. 


But there are other laws both common and statute which con- 
flict with the school law. 


Children cannot be forced to go to school who do not have food 
and clothing. Children cannot be forced to attend school in very 
bad storms or over roads not fit or safe for them to be on, but 
that is a very hard matter to judge. There are cases such as 
where pupils attend funerals of near relatives or friends that it 
seems justifiable that they should be excused. 


There are cases of emergency such as the burning of a home, 
the sudden sickness of a parent, or some unexpected condition 
that would bring a hardship to a family. This does not cover a 
case where parents keep a pupil out to work as a matter of con- 
venience, even if the family is in financial difficulties, but it 
might happen in a case of early cold and a chance that the fam- 
ily’s vegetables and apples for winter might be destroyed. It cer- 
tainly would not ordinarily cover cases of pupils staying home 
to care for smaller children. In connection with this, it is well to 
note that New Hampshire has no school holidays (except June 21. 
1938), but the school board’s may close school such days as it 
is felt best for the pupils. 

The exceptions to the school law as stated above may not be 
correct, as they are, as I have seen them used. I believe that they 
are correct, and I offer them only to help make clear the problem 
that faces an official when a case really came up. 

Children cannot do good work unless they are in regular at- 
tendance, and I am sure that most parents want the best that 
they can afford for their children. Attendance has been better 
this year than in years past. 

I have enjoyed the work in Unity, and I wish to thank the 
school officials, teachers and others who have helped make school 
work successful for the children.
